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PREFACE 


This volume contains a catalogue of the coins of the 
Mu^al Emperors, or as they styled themselves on their 
coins Badshahs, of India from the time of B6bar (a. h. 982 = 
A. n. 1526) to the deposition of Bahadur II by the English 
(A.H. 1274 = A. D. 1868). 

In the period of its greatest prosperity the empire of 
the Mu gh als extended from Kdbul in the North (not to 
mention Balkh, of vrhich a coin of Sh^jahan^ bears witness 
to the temporary possession) to Tanjore in the South, from 
Tatta and Jiinagarh to the seaport town of Chittagong. 

A reliable index to the geographical limits of the empire 
in its varying fortunes is to be found in the coins, owing to the 
custom of issuing money from many of the most important 
provincial centres, as well as at the capital, and of recoi'ding 
on the coin the mint from which it was issued. This practice 
which, as we have already seen in Vol. II, was to a small 
extent adopted by the Sultans of Dehli, was developed by 
the Afghan Sher Sh4h after he had driven Babar’s son out 
of India. When, sixteen years later, Humayun and Akbar 
regained the throne of Dehli, they found it convenient and 
politic to retain the numismatic system which they found 
estabhshed. The coins, therefore, form a valuable adjunct 
to the plentiful, but often unsatisfactory, historical records 
of the Mu^al period, 

. * I refer to a gold coin in the cabinet of Mr. G. B. Bleazby of Allahdbid,

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During recent years the interest taken in the coins of 
the Murals has received considerable impetus, partly as 
a result of private, partly public effoi’ts. The publication in 
1892 of the catalogue of the coins in the fine collection 
belonging to the British Museum may bo said to havti 
started the movement. This was followed in 1893 and 1894 
by Mr. C. J. Eodgers’s catalogues of the coins in tho Lfihor 
and Calcutta Museums. America, Germany, Franco, and 
Eussia have seized opportunities to acquire well-known 
private collections, and, latterly, India hersolf has begun to 
take more systematized action to preserve hor fast di.s- 
appearing numismatic records. A striking proof of thi.s is 
to be found in the present sei'ies of coins. Thirteen years 
ago the total of the Mu^al coins in tho cabinet of tint 
Indian Museum stood at 863. The number now described 
is 2,660, and, though part of the inci'oaao is duo to tin* 
transfer to the Indian Museum as a permanent loan tlmit 
collection belonging to the Asiatic Society of Ikngal, it is 
a fact that between July, 1904, and May, 1906, more than 
800 coins were sent to the Calcutta Museum Cabinet, mainly 
as a result of the stricter working of tho Treasure Trove Act. 

It was therefore fully time that tho existing catalogue 
should be replaced by one that included recent additions. 
The Trustees have at the same time wisely rocognizo<l that 
a catalogue of coins without illustrations is shorn of half 
its value from the numismatist’s point of view. Tins platc-s 
illustrating this volume have been executed by thti autotype 
process from casts skilfully taken by Mr. A I» Ih-adv 

Electrotypist to the British Museum. ' ’ 

The coins have been classified, as in the volume devoted 
to the Sultdns of Dehli and for tho reasons there given, 
under the mints from which they issued, those latter being 
arranged in English alphabetical order. This has given rise 
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to no practical difficulties, and I have purposely avoided an 
arrangement according to the Persian alphabet, in the belief 
that the majority of those using the volume are hkely to 
be more readily conversant with the former than the latter. 

For those to whom the chronology of the coins is of 
more importance than their locale, an index has been pre- 
pared, showing for each sovereign the coins issued in each 
year. 

The side bearing the Muhammadan profession of faith — 
the Kalima — ^has invariably been treated as the ‘obverse’ 
of the coin. Where the Kalima is absent, the ‘obverse’ 
is that side on which the Emperor’s name appears, except 
in eases where the two legends form a couplet, and the 
Emperor’s name is obviously in the second half of that 
couplet. Where neither the Kalima nor the Emperor’s 
name is given, the side on wliich the mint name occurs 
has been shown as the ‘obverse’. 

In view of the abundant literature on the Mu gh al period, 
I have not thought it necessary to preface the catalogue 
by any historical sketch. The introduction takes the form 
of notes on the various mint towns recorded on the coins 
in the catalogue. My aim has been to let the coins illustrate 
themselves, how, from a small kernel — ^the principality of 
Kabul — the tree of Mu gh al empire grew strong enough for 
its branches to cast their shadow over the greater part of 
the Indian peninsula, till cmnbrous with too much weight 
it fell stricken by the storms that swept round it, the spoil 
of A fgh an and Maratha, Sikh and Eohilla, French and 
English. Yet such was the prestige which lingered round 
the tottering monarchy that its supplanters preferred, by 
recording the name of the sovereign of Dehli on their coins, 
to retain the semblance of suzerainty which such an issue 
of coinage implied. To this is due the difficulty which 
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presents itself to any one who attempts to discriminate 
between the coins of the Mu gh al empire proper in its 
later stages, and those issued by the rulers of the territories 
which had been wrested from the Mu gha l. The point has 
been considered by Mr. Lane-Poole on p. cviii of his 
introduction to the British Museum Catalogue, ‘ Moghul 
Emperors.’ ‘ We have first to determine,’ he writes, ‘ what 
coins must be placed under Shah 'Alam. Under this head 
are classed all those coins which bear his name, and have 
legible mints and consistent dates (i. e. dates in which the 
regnal and Hijra years are in accord). A large number of 
these coins were issued by one or other of the numerous 
quasi-independent states which sprang up all over India 
upon the decay of the Moghul authority ; but so long as 
they show the Emperor’s name, and so long as their dates 
tally with his reign, they must be classed as his coinage, 
though he was only a figure-head.’ This method of treat- 
ment, though it does not cover every case — e, g, the coins 
issued by the East India Company at Murshidabfid after 
A. H. 1178— 9 = A. n. 1765^, and has not been followed by 
Mr. Lane-Poole in the case of the coins of the Banaras mint 
(P* 244 of the British Museu/m Catalogue — goes a long way 
towards providing a practical working plan. Except, there- 
fore, where cogent reasons to the contrary have been found, 

I have classed as Mu^^al issues aU coins down to the close 
of the reign of Shah 'Alam II which bear the name of 
the Dehh Emperor, excluding only those which were 
obviously struck by the East India Company. 

I desire to express my obhgations to Mr. E. Burn, I.C. S 
the ]^v. G. P. Taylor, D.D., of AbmadM, Bombay 
Presidency, and Dr. O. Codrington, Librarian of the Kumis-

Dr. Taylor placed unreservedly at my disposal his wide 
experience of Mu gh al numismatics, and spared himsp.lf 
neither time nor trouble in helping me to make the 
introductory notes on mint towns as complete as possible. 

To Dr. Codrington I am indebted for his experienced 
and ready aid at all times in dealing with difficult points. 

For their careful composition and prompt execution of 
work my thanks are again due to the Staff of the Clarendon 
Press.

I have, lu)wev<n% alno made refexencen to tln3 eatalogu<3 of 
the fine collection made by Dr. L* White King, LC.S. rc^td.^ which wan 
pi-eparcMl by Mr. Schulman of Annsterdam when that collection waH 
dispersed, and to a mamiHcript catalogue of my privabi a^lleetiom

The siU'ies of Mughal coins is sucli a large one, that very ft^w 
numismatists can Impit to have (uther the opportunity or tln^ means 
riapiired for forming a repri?s<3ntative collecfcitm, and the time has 
now come when private collectors will do most good by concentrating 
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their attention on the coins of indivkhml iiiintH. A Horii‘H of 
graphs on the lines of Dr. Taylor’s ‘CoIbh of Ahniiidlihfwl ’ (J, IL A, N. 
Bom,) vol. XX, No. LVI, p. 409 ) would he of great iiasi.Hfniire hi 
students of this period, and for such work llii\se noten wilh it is 
hoped, prove of practical help, by illustrating the wcu’king ftf tli»' 
mints as gleaned from the coins in some of the {>riiieijifil <*oHoctioiis

I cannot claim that these arn any hut rough 
to be corrected as fresh coins arc brought to lights. Wlro-f fh*^ 
references to be consulted ai'e so numerous and seatfi^red it 
perhaps, hardly to be expected that nom*, have !>ei*n ovrrlrtoki d. 
and, where the information from which (ledtietioiis have been deriwd 
is of necessity incomplete, it would he presumptucam to hope ihjif hh 
errors will be discovered. If, however, the olyeets wliieh I iene 
had in view are in any measime advancish and some ineentive 
given to the more systematic preservation and n*eord of valimhle 
but fast disappearing numismatic evidence, Homeihing will have f«'eji 
gained.

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A mint was first establisheil at Agra in the reign of IhiharAOBiA 
apparently in the year a. h. 936, Its issnos seorn to have been 
confined to silver and copper, the former following the Central 
Asian dirham in weight and form (vide L.MJl, p* 2), while the 
copper coins, both iin<ler BiXbar and his son Ilninliyuin confonm^l to 
the Bahloli standard of alwut 145 gxuins* The latter art) pt^culiar in 
that they do not liear the name of the reigning sovereign. Jhirad- 
I)dra-^-mrh QWa^ and Ddriid-wnidn were nsed as honorilic 
epithets of the town. On the silver coins the Kalima, and the naint^s 
of the first four Khalifas, appeared on the obvttrse, the king's naim^ 
and titles on the reverses 

Sher Bhfih romotlelleti the coinage, issuing rnpet^s of 180 grains 
and copper dd'nm t)f 330 grains, ami the mint \vas worketl fn^dy 
during the Biiri intern‘gnum. Silver coins are known of Akbar's 
earliest years (A. ilf. U, p. 53), hdlowing the Buri standaril of weight, 
but the issue of gold appe^ars m^t to have started till a. 10 071. TIu) 
wciglit of the gold luuhar of this time aviumged IGH grains witli 
a maximnm of 170 grains. In the British Musmuii (/?. No. 23) 
is a five-nmhar piece of a.H. 971 of the Agra mint thai weighs 
838 grains. The silver coins weigh a little heavier, and Ahu-1-fazl 
gives the weight of Ak bar's rupee as 11 1 mashas or 178-25 grains. 
Between 970 and 980 Akhar spent much of his tiim^ at Agra, ami 
the fort, which took eight years to build, still remains as a inomiimmi 
of this period. 

In A.n. 981 appeared the rare Mihr/dd gold muhar, struck at 
*Baldat^ (the town of) ‘ Agra' (No. 70), but the shape was evidejitly 
not found suitable, for it does not appear again excc*pt in mi issue 
of the forty-nitith year (B. M, 0., No. 168), also fnan tlie Agra mint. 

After Akhar moved his head ({uarters to Fathpiir Hikrf, (sans uf 
Agra a|>peared witli less regularity, ami few, if any, spcHaimms are 
known with dates hetweefr a.H. 988 and 1005. By this film* Akhar

In copper Akhar's e.arlier Agra issues were of tlie Buri typit known 
as dditiH, hut inscrilKal fuh'm. In A.n. 1009 (li Y. 41) appi*ared the 
tanka (A. JA (/., p. 97) with its half-pieee, ami two years later these 
made way for the four, two, and one tank! pieces. Tiu^m* were 
current at the close of the reigm 

Umlor iJalifingir tlie Agra mint resumed its activity, ami from it 
issued some of the finest speeimens of the Blughal coinage. On some 
of Jahfinglris earliest issues the Kullma was reint.roilueed, Imt as 
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iiGBA a general rule the inscriptions were in the form of rhyming 

The weight of the muhar and rupee was also changed, Home specimens 
weighing as much as 220-5 grains [L. M. O., No. 20, P. 131). The ol<i 
standard was, however, reverted to in the sixth year of the reign, and 
only one or two heavy coins are known of later date. 

A specimen of a five-muhar piecti ()f the Agra mint, dateti 
A. H. 1028, and weighing 843 grains, is preserveil in the British 
Museum (No. 305, /t. i/. 6'.). In a. H. 1028 also appear(*d the well- 
known series of coins, bearing on their rcvoiwt the «ign <if the

The Museum possesses two only of the copper issues of i.gra, 
viz. the ‘ rawane ’ and the heavy ‘ fuWs It will be noticed that one 
of these is struck on a Siiri ddm (No. 828). The ‘ rdij ’ is wanting. 

In A. H. 1038, during the second year of Shdhjahan’s reign, the name 
of Agra was altered to Akbarabad (No. 889 and R. M. (7,, No. 5*83), 
the honorific epithet (Daru-l-khildfat) and the name of the Persian 
month being at first retained. These, however, were replaced in the 
same year by an uncommon type in which the names of the first 
four khalifas and their attributes are recorded above and below 
the Kalima (No. 890). Between 1039 and 1043 the type changes 

b 
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AgbA frequently. On the obverae the Kalima is enclosed first in a circle, 
then in a sixfoil area. In 1041 the area becomes square, in 1042 
circular again and then diamond-shaped, till finally in 1043 a dotted 
square area is adopted. On the reverse the king’s name and titles 
are written in lines across the face of the coin till 1043 when the 
obvei-se design of an area with margin is introduced. After 1039 the 
mint name is to be found on the reverse, before that on the obverse. 

On the gold coins the areas are lozenge-shaped after 1043 and these 
Akbarabad muhars are perhaps the commonest of the earlier Mughal 
gold issues. 

The collection contains only one example of a Nisar (largesse 
money) of this mint and that an imperfect specimen— No. 908. 

The copper coinage is also meagrely represented by one coin, 
a ' fuMs ’ weighing 37 grains. 

In the struggle for the throne between Sh^hjahin’s sons Igra 
appears to have been effectively occupied by Shah Shuj'£, for coins 
were struck in his name from the Agra mint (B. M. G., No. 690) 
during a. h. 1068, but there is no specimen in the present collection, 
nor does the Museum possess any gold coin of Aurangzdb of Agra 
mintage. The earliest coin of- this reign is of 1071 (R.Y. 3 ). On 
the obverse is a square area inscribed with

The reverae contains the mint name also in a square area, while in 
the margin appears the formula used consistently by Aurang-zdb and 
nis successors to express their regnal year, viz. :

The remaining history of the mint calls for little comment. Coins 
bearing the usual inscriptions wex'e issxied from it in the name of each 
king down to Sh^h 'idaxxx II, aixd oixe or moi'e specimens of each reign 
are to be found in the catalogue. Even the puppet kixxg Shfihja!i£n III, 
raised to the throne by Ghfizixi-d-din, seems to have issued money 
fi'oixx AkbaribM (No. 2263), but the attribution of this coin is some- 
what uncertaiix. In the troublous times of ShSh 'Alam II Agra was 
successively in the hands of the Jilts, Marathfc, and Ixnperial troops. 
Eventually it was taken by Sindhia axxd held for him by his French 
gcnex'als until the victorious progress of Loixl Lake in 1803 (a.U. 1218) 
left HindxisMn at the mercy of the British. Meanwhile the mint 
continued to send out coins in the name of Shiih "Alam, bxit there 
appears to have been a bx'cak betweexx 1180 atxd 1198. Iti the latter 
year coins again appeax'cd bearing on them the distinctive mark 
of a fish. In 1219, when tlxo mint xunst have btiicu in British 
possession, the legend on the. obverse was sliglxtly altered from

On the whole the Akbardbfxd (Agra) mint is well represented by 
its coins in the Indian Museum cahinet, the ixiost notici^alde defect 
being the absenciJ of any gold coins of Anrangxdlx, Hli£h *Alam I, and 
the last three cxnpex'ors in whose reigns the mint was woi^king. Tlxere 
is also a lanxenteble paxxcity of silver coins of the sxxialler vxdmBS.

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The coinage of the AhmaddMd mint has been admirably dealt 
with by Dr. G. P. Taylor in his article in the J.R.A.S. Bom.., 
vol. XX, No. LVI, pp. 409-447, and in a note on ‘ Akbar ’s 
copper coins of Ahmaddbdd ’ in the J. A. S. B., 1904, Num. Supp. IV, 
art. 26. 

AhmadabM was founded in a.d. 1411 (a. H. 814) by Ahmad 
Shah I, sovereign of the independent kingdom of Gujardt in We.stern 
India, and became the capital of that principality. The connexion 
of the Mughals with Gujardt began in the reign of HumS,yi'm who, 
after overrunning M41w£, proceeded to invade Gxijarfit and drove the 
reigning sovereign Bahddur Shdh to seek protection from the 
Portuguese. Copper coins were struck by the invader at Ch^mpS,nir 
{L.M.G., p. 12) in a. h. 942, but there is none in the present 
collection. 

As a Mu^al mint the history of Ahmaddbdd starts in A. H. 980, 
when Gujardt was annexed by Akbar, and No. 76 of this catalogue 
is a specimen of the first gold coins issued in Akliar’.s name. No. 77 
is another coin of the same year, but on it Ahmadfibrul is called 
‘Ddru-l-mMfat’. The latter type only is noticed in Dr. Taylor’s 
paper, but he mentions a rupee of 980 very similar to No. 76. The 
type changed both for gold and silver in 981 and again in 982, 
Ahmad4b4d now being known as ‘ D^iru-s-saltanat Five yeans later! 
in 987, Akbar introduced a square coinage (Nos. 82 and 114), the 
Kalima on the obverse being in a diamond for gohl, a s(j\iare for 
silver, issues, the four sides of which are formed l>y elongating some 
of the letters of the marginal legends. No gold coins of Akbar seem 
to have issued from the Ahmadibid mint after 987, l)ut tlii.s sriuaro 
type continued in silver till a. h. 1000. In 1000 and 1001 while the 
orthodox inscriptions remained the Hijra date was replaced by the 
I14hi year (No. 127), and the epithet ‘ D?iru-s-saltanat ’ wa.s dropped ; 
but some time during the latter year the Hdhi coins, with the 
Akbari creed on the obverse and the date, month, and mint on the 
reverse, made their appearance, square at first, but changing to 
round m the course of the thirty-ninth year. Another variation 
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occurred in A. n. 1010 — Akliur’s forty-8ovenfch year — when for eight AHMAB- 
months a more ornate type of coin was iHHued (Noh. 152-.'!). 

In coppei", as in the other metals, the coins struck immediately 
after the conrpiest (Nos. 347 and 348) were wxm discontinueil, and in 
982 appeal'd! a type of \fuli'fs’ whicli was not superseded till tlie 
tliirty-eighth year. Nos. 356 ami 357 are examples of this type, hut 
the Iltihi date is unfortunately ohlitenitwl. The copjier coinage of 
AhraaddMd after 9B7 is very poorly ri^prc'Siuited in the Indian 
Museum, there hieing no specimens of the ‘tanka' issue, which in 
AhmadSMd, as in Agra, was current in tlie forty-fourth and two 
successive years. Of the is-sues between 1009 3013, there is only one 
very imperfect specimen, a ‘yak tnnki No. 3.57 fn). 

Of the gold coins struck in Ahmadtlhtid hy Akliar's succesHor two 
only are here descrihed (5B3-4), and, with the possihle e.xeeption 
of an undated xodiacal muhar in the Britisli .Museum, prohaldy 
no gold coins were issued before 102H from this mini. 

Ahmadtihdd was, however, one of dahtlnglr's prineipal silver mints, 
and from it issued in 1027 (R.Y. 13} the earlier WHliiical coins. Of 
these the Museum possesseH ten (Nos. 627»3tt), with tiv.- signs 
Aries, Taurus, (Jemini, (Jancer, and Ixii. Of the remaining seven 
signs, two only—Hcorpio ami Pisces— seem to he known in silver. 

The signs of Cancer and Aipiarius are reprcscnttHl on gold iimhars in 
the Cabinet <les MiHlailles, Paris.

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When Akbar had consolidated his power north of the Vindhyas, AKMAB- 
his thoughts turned towards the Dakhan, and in the fortieth year NACrAB 
of his reign he sent his son Murad in command of an invading 
army. Ahmadnagar was besieged but without much energy, and 
eventually terms were made leaving Ahmadnagar with the Nizam 
Shdh. In 1008 Akbar himself proceeded to the Dakhan, and 
Ahmadnagar was taken after a siege of four months. In Jahangir s 
reign the city was lost and regained. When Shahjahan came to 
the throne, the fort of Ahmadnagar was all that was left to the 
M ugh als south of Khandesh and Berar, but a more vigorous policy 
was pursued, and by 1637 (1047) the Nizam Shahi kingdom had 
been incorporated into the Mughal empire. 

Akbar struck coins at Ahmadnagar, but only a few specimens 
are known. Nos. 638-43 are probably, to judge from the evidence 
of the Kalinia on the obverse, specimens of a type current early 
in Jahangir’s reign. They are, however, of the normal rupee 
weight, and may therefore be placed after the sixth year. The 
gold muhar. No. 585, is later, and both it and the rupee of 1036 
are rare coins. The latter would show that Niirjahan’s influence 
had not penetrated to the Dakhan. 

There are two types of the coins of Shahjahan, one (No. 886) 
giving the Ilahi month dated 1041 and the other with the usual 
square areas. The mint was apparently little used during the first 
half of Aurangzdb’s reign, only one coin — of the first year — (L, M, (7., 
p. 179) being published of that period. In 1681 (a. h. 1092), 
however, Aurangzdb himself took command of his Dakhan army, 
and coins began soon after to issue more freely from Ahmadnagar. 

Nos. 1165-6 of the twenty-eighth year (1095-6) may possibly be 
examples of the first issues, as they are peculiar in having the Hijra 
date on the reverse and the regnal year on the obverse. A gold coin 
of 1097 (B. Jf. (7., No. 710) retains this peculiarity, but in No. 1167 
of 1098 the usual practice is introduced. A'zam Shah, during his 
brief struggle for the throne (a.h. 1118), struck rupees at Ahmadnagar. 

The latest coin in this collection from the Ahmadnagar mint is 
No. 1654 of Shah 'llam I, and copper coins both of this king 
and Farrukh-siyar (year 5) were in Dr. White King’s cabinet, but 
after this latter reign the mints of Southern India gradually 
disappear, a new power springing up into independence in Haidarabdd 
under Chin Kulich Khan and his successors.

— %'jiH the caf'iitai of the Bahmani dynasty of the Dakhan in the latter 
liiilf of the fourteenth and first quarter of the fifteenth centuries,

It wiis taken by Aurangz^b for his father in 1656 (a. h. 1067), but 
tiif latter s illness delayed the final fall of the "Xdil Sh£hs till 1686 
and it was not till that year that Kulbarga passed into 
Mughal hands. No. 1413 (of 1098-31) was doubtless one of the first 
isiMicfs of l!ie mint under the name of Kulbarga. Both gold (L. If. (7., 
|)* 17il| and silver coins were issued bearing the usual inscriptions. 

In the year 1115, however, it would seem that the Bahmani 
nairie f>f the town was temporarily revived on the coins (A No. 1120, 
-It cabinet of Dr. White King). Kam Bakhsh issued coins both from 
AlisaiiiMd and Kulbarga (Dr. White King's collection) and a coin 
is known of Ahsan^bid of Shah 'iJam I (cabinet of Mr. Frdmji 
Jaiiiasji Thinawala). The latest known coin of the mint under its 
miiiie of Kulljarga is of Jah^Lndar, and is described in this catalogue 
No. 1710. Its attribution, however, though probably correct, cannot 
Iv called certain. 
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Ajmer was an important place as far back as the tenth and 
eleventh centmies, when it was the head quarters of the Tomara 
dynasty. I^ter, in the twelfth century, it sent its representative 
Prithvi R4j£ to oppose Muhammad bin Sam. In the days of 
Akbar it had acquired special sanctity as the burial-place of the 
Muhammadan saint Khwaja Mu'inu-d-din Chishti, and for the first 
twenty-five years of his reign Akbar seldom missed an annual visit 
to the shrine of the saint. 
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In A. II. 978 he ‘ laid the foundation of a fortress in the (mvii-ons 
of that pure city and ordered a lofty palace to ho huilt hy tho 
great Amirs 

He had at an earlier date establi.shcd a mint there and copper 
claim from it were issued in 970 {L. M.G., p. 107). Tin* earliest coin 
in the present collection is dated 979 (No. 3r>8) an<l gives Ajmer an 
epithet which I have been unable to decipher. The remaining sevisi 
coins are of the ordinary typo, the words ‘ sikka ’ and ‘ fulus ’ }K>th 
occurring in the inscription. The coinag (3 w'cnt on for some years 
after Akbar’s interest in the shrine had waned, 990 laiing apparently 
the latest year of issue. 

Under Jahfingir, Ajmch- became a mint for gold and silver also, 
and from it issued the well-known gold coins portraying Jahfiijgir 
seated with a wine-cup in his hand— unfortunalidy not iH‘preH(mtcd 
in the present collection. Mr. Gil)bs also published a zfniiacal muhar 
(Cancer d. 1034) of this mint bearing the name of Nurjahlin (/'m-. 

A. &.B., January, 1883). Sh4hjahiin must have coined very littlu 
money at Ajmdr, for only a single nipoe is known (in the Lucktum 
Museum); but the mint was revived by Aurangzid* in or alsmt the 
thirtieth year of his reign, and was w'orking regularly up to its close 
(No. 1177). Tho issues wtsro almost entirely rupees, gold coins 
from thi.s mint being most scarce. The ohverae conbiins the usual 
inscription. On tho revm-se Ajmdr is calhsl ‘ iMrud-kImir ‘ the 
abode of woli-heing. This epithet is retained to the end of the series, 
but in the reign of Shfih 'Alam I the title Mustmiirru-I-khilAfat is 
also applied to the city. 

Although coins are known U; have laiun struck at A)m«<r in nearly 
every succeeding reign, th<s only kings reprtwjnted in the pmsent 
collection after Aurangzdb are Mul.uimmad KhUh and Khfth 'Alam II.

in the Faizabad district of Oudh. The ^ UjJl on the PUB 
reverse of these recalls the same title on the silver coins of the 
neighbouring town of Jaunpur. Whether No. 364 was struck at 
the same mint town it is difficult to say. I can trace no notice 
of the Akbarpdr of Oudh in the chronicles of the Akbari period. 

Where Akbarpiir is mentioned, reference is to the place on the 
Narbada river, south of Ujjain, at the crossing of the Great Dakhan 
Road. In the * Khuldsatu-t-tawarikh ' {India of Aumngzib, by Sirk^r, 
p. 18) mention is made of an Akbarpiir at the junction of the 
Chambal with the Jamna — the birthplace of Rdj^ Birbal, and there 
is an Akbarpdr of some pretensions in the modern district of 
Cawnpore. In the L^hor Museum are two rupees of Akbar dated 
971 and 972, which, from the half-deciphered reading on 
p. 56, appear to have been struck at Akbarpur Tanda. There is 
also a rupee of Akbarpur of the reign of Jahandar in the cabinet 
of Mr. G. B. Bleazby of Allahabad.

'Alarngirpiir of the coins has hitherto been regarded to be the 
town of that name near Karnul (Qamarnagar) in the Dakhan, but 
Mr. R. Burn informs me that Bhilsa, which was a mint town of 
Shffiyahdn, was renamed 'idarngirpiir. There is, however, this 
difficulty in attributing the coins of ‘Xlamgirpiir to Bhilsa — that 
Dr. White King’s cabinet contained a coin of the Bhilsa mint dated 
year 21 (1089) of Aurangzdb, whereas No. 1233 of this catalogue, 
which is of the 'Alamgirpur mint, is dated 1076. It does not seem 
likely that a mint renamed after the reigning king would revert 
to the use of its old name on its coins during that king’s 
lifetime. 

No. 1233, which is the earliest coin of 'iLlamgirpur hitherto 
published, has the mint name at the top of the reverse. This type 
obtained till 1095, in which year the mint name first appears at 
the bottom of the reverse. After 1095 the mint seems to have 
worked regularly till the close of Shah *Alam I’s reign.

It is possible that the coins of this type without date may be 
the issues between 991 and 1003. After Akbar, coins of this mint 
are rare, and there is none of Jahangir in this collection. Of 
Shahjahan, too, there is only one specimen, a rupee of the ^square 
areas' type, dated 1043, but the "Ilahi' coins of 1039-43 are 
represented in the British Museum (S. if. (7., 606), and the ‘Hijri’ 
issues in the cabinet of Mr. Longworth Dames (iVum. Chron,, 1902, 
p, 275). Dr. White King had a copper coin from this mint. 

Of Aurangz^b there is a gold muhar of 1099-31 of the usual 
type, and a scarce rupee in which the mint is given as 
iijJb — 'the town of Allahabad' (No. 1243). A silver coin of 
Shah "Alam I from the cabinet of Major Vost, I.M.S., has been 
published by Mr. Burn (/. A. S. jS., 1904, Pt. I, No. 2), and I am, 
on further consideration, inclined to the opinion that No. 2327 is 
also a coin of this king. The legend on the obverse is similar to 
that on No. 1665, and the dot over the ^ of «5C, may be part of 
the date, which might then be read 1120. The rupee of Farrukh-siyar 
catalogued here under No. 1743 appears to be a solitary specimen 
of the coins of this reign, and the absence of from the 

reverse legend of this coin is noticeable. The Museum also has 
examples of rupees of Muhammad, Ahmad, ‘Alamgir II and Shah 
‘Alam II, and a muhar of Ahmad Shdh. These all bear the usual 
inscriptions of their reigns.

Bhakkar was taken by Muhibb ‘AE Khan for Akbar in A. h. 981 
after a siege of three years. It is given in Abh-l-fazl’s list of mints 
for copper issues only, but in the Labor Museum is a rupee of 985 
which is, doubtfully, attributed to this mint, and Dr. White King 
had a specimen dated 986. Akbar’s ddms of Bhakkar are very 
scarce. One was published by Mr. Oliver {J.A.S.B., 1886), but 
unfortunately the unit of the date was wanting. The other figures 
were 98. 

The earliest coin in the present coUection is a rupee of the reign 
of Shdhjahdn (no coins of Jahangir are known) and was struck in 
A. H. 1040— third regnal year (No. 919). On the obverse of this coin 
the Kaliina is enclosed in a circle, while No. 920, of the same Hijra 
date but a different regnal year, is a coin of the usual Ilahi type of 
Shdhjahdn and on it Bhakkar is spelt Bakkar. The same double 
spelling occurs on coins of 1043. In this year appear three types. 

On the early coins the KaLima, only is in a circle, the reverse 
inscription being in lines {B. M. C., No. 625). The next type has 
circular areas both on the obverse and reverse, while the later 
coins are of the ‘ square areas ’ type. This type obtained till the 
end of the reign. 

Of the rare coins of Aurangzdb’s early years three specimens are 
to be found in this catalogue. Ihey are peculiar in having half the 
usual couplet, and the mint name, on the obverse and half on the 
reverse, the formula being absent. ^ also forms part of 

the inscription instead of jXi as on most of the silver coins of 
Aurangzeb. By 1083 the usual type had been adopted (L. M. C., 
p. 184). 

After Aurangzdb the mint must have been very little worked, 
the only silver coins published being of the reign of Farrukh,-siyar 
(cabinet of Mr. G. B. Bleazby, Allah^bdd) and Muhammad SMh 
(i. M.G., p. 209, where the coin is assigned to Niktisiyar), while three 
copper coins — of Muhammad and Sh^h 'Jtlam II — are known.

On ooiiw of ih.-’ forty-eighlh 
to fiftieth years the mint is written insirj.d of Juy. 

Akhar issued gold, .silver, and copper coins fnun HurhAnpi'ir, and the 
mint was retained by the Mughals tn th(‘ virtual end *,f the dvm«.!\ , 
the reign of Shih 'Alam II. It is well repreamted in the pre^nt 
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catalogue by 8 gold and 47 silver coins of nine emperors. No. 654 of 
the first year of Jahangir gives a rare couplet : — 

'The king, the asylum of the faith, Shdh Nuru-d-din Jahdngir, son 
of Akhar Badshd,h, struck coin in the city of Burhdnpur.' 

This coin is of the normal weight, though heavy rupees were coined 
of the same type (i. Af. 0., p. 151). Burhanpur seems to have issued 
no coins in the name of Ndrjahan, the issues of Jahangir's last years 
being of the usual Ilahi type (i. M, C7., p. 150). Jahangir also issued 
copper coins from Burhanpur. 

Of Shahjahan there are examples of the Hijri (No. 930), 
Ilahi (931) and ‘square areas' types, as well as of the rare 
variety in which the names of the four l^alifas make their first 
reappearance on the Mu gh al coinage after Akbar (No. 932). The 
‘square areas' are, at first, enclosed in plain, but later in dotted, 
lines. In the reverse marginal legend is included the formula 
xSla 4i]\ The lozenge-shaped area was also in vogue in 1040. 

The issues of the early years of Aurangz4b are rare, but there 
are two in the L^hor Museum, on one of which (i. M, (7., p. 180), 
Burhanptir is called gjh, ‘the sumptuous town,' Dr. White King 
had a half /uZiis of the seventh year (1075). There would seem to 
have been few issues from the mint between 1075 and 1098, but 
from the latter date Burhdnpdr coins are plentiful in silver, and 
there are gold muhars in the British Museum. 

On Aurangzeb's death Burhanpur recognized ii'zam as his father's 
heir, and issued coin in his name in 1119. In 1120 we find Shdh 
'j4lam I striking coin there, and the mint is now given the epithet 
of ‘the abode of delight,' which is retained on the coinage 

to the end of the series. 

Of the remaining coins from this mint there is little to be 
said. No. 2088 (N) is a rare coin and appears to be the only 
known specimen of the gold coinage of Ahmad Shah from this 
mint. Nos. 2346 and 2347 are of crude execution and savour 
of Marathd mintage. Gaps in the reigns of Jahandar, Raffu-d-darjat 
and 'Xlamgir II, and a total absence of any copper coins, tend to 
mar what is otherwise a representative collection of the issues 
of Burh^npiir.

In 1048 Shahjahan ‘built a city near Dehli which he named 
Shahjahanab^d ’ (Elliot & Dowson’s History of India ^ p. 12), and in 
future it is this name, with the epithet Ddrud-lMldfat, which 
appears on the coins of Dehli. On Shahjahan’s gold muhars and 
rupees both the Kalima on the obverse and the king’s name on the 
reverse are in circular areas, while in the margin of the latter occurs

‘ May the coin of Sb^Iijahdndbad be current for ever in the world in 
the name of the second Sihih Qirdn.’ 

No. 859 is a gold muhar of this type and is dated the twenty-sixth 
year (1062-3), but rupees are known of earlier date. 

Aurangz^b’s gold and silver coins, the earliest of which is dated 
1070 (No. 1139), all bear his couplet on the obverse with the usual 
reverse. The ‘j ulus' formula was abandoned by Shdh 'Xlam I 

on his silver issues and substituted for it, but it was 

reintroduced on some of Jahdndar’s coins, and obtained till the 
close of the dynasty. 

Of Farrukh-siyar’s coins several types occur, the arrangement of 
the inscription and date on the obverse being varied. 

No. 1836 is a rare coin of the pretender Ibrahim, the inscription 
on which has been discussed on p. 216. The coins of Muhammad 
and Ahmad are monotonous in their uniformity. 'i.lamgir II varied 
the type but attempted to put on the coin a great deal more than 
the surface would hold— his inscriptions are therefore fragmentary. 

Of Shah 'i-lam II the only coin that need be noticed here is No. 2467, 
dated 1221-48, whose border of roses, thistles, and shamrock leaves is 
an indication of the events that had taken place three years before. 

No. 2498 is a coin struck in the name of Bidar-Ba^t, whom 
Ghulam Qadir put on the throne of the Mughals in 1202 after 
blinding Sh4h 'Alam. 

After the British conquests in 1803 (1218), the rule of the 
Mu gh als was confined to the palace at Sh^hjahanab^d, but there 
they continued to exercise the royal privilege of striking coin till 
1857. These pieces — ^both gold and silver— are of fine execution, and 
broad enough to contain the whole of the inscription — rare qualities

Etdwa is the head quarters of a district in the province of i.gra. 

A mint was established there by Aurangzdb, and a small Nisdr 
in my own cabinet dated 1097—28 probably marks its inauguration. 
The earliest coin published is No. 1298 of 1098, and the Museum 
has a fine series of the rupees of this king, only two years out of 
the twenty not being represented, and many of the specimens being 
in unusually fine condition. In 1109 — (forty-second year) the 
mint, which hitherto had been written is spelt and this 
spelling is retained to the end. No. 1128 dated 1109 is apparently 
the earliest gold muhar published. The coins of Shah Alam I are 
of the usual type, but Jahandar, in spite of his short reign, struck 
two varieties, on one of which occurs an unusual obverse inscription, 
viz. 

The legend is clear on the coins (Nos. 1713-1715) but has very 
little meaning. It is not noticed in Mr. Rodgers’s paper on couplets 
on Mu^al coins in J.A8.B,, 1888. Farrukh-siyar also has two 
types, but the remaining coins present no special features.

The earliest appearance of Imtiyazgarh as a Mu g'h al mint is on 
a dateless coin of Aurangz^b {L.M.O., p. 192), and only a solitary 
rupee seems to be known of Shdh 'llam I. With Farrukh-siyar started 
a gold coinage on the pattern of the South Indian ‘hun ’ — small dumpy 
coins weighing about 56 grains, if allowance be made for wear.

Jaipiir was founded in the reign of Muhammad Sh£h, in 1728 
(1140—41), by Eaja Jai Singh, a descendant of Bihari Mai, who 
had been the first Rdjpiit to join Akbar’s court, and his better known 
son, Bhagwan Das, father-in-law of J ah£ngir (Blochmann’s 'Ain, p. 329). 
No. 1926 of 1153, twenty-third year of Muharnmad, seems to be 
the earliest coin known of the Jaipur mint. Coins were issued in 
the names of all the later emperors, of the usual types. Those of 
SMh^'iUam II bear the distinctive mint mark of the Jaipiir State, 
a j^®^ of six sprigs (M. 110). Gold coins from this mint are here 
catalogued for the first time. ‘ J aipiir ’ always has the prefix ‘ Sawdi ’ 
on t e coinage, Sawdi being the title of its founder, and meaning 
‘raised above all other princes (Webb’s Gnrrencies of Bdjputdna,

Jaunpiir was the capital of the Sharqi dynasty, which became 
independent of Dehli in A. d. 1394 (a. H. 796). The last king, 
Husen Shdh, was dethroned by Bahlol Lodi in A. H. 881 (1476 A. d.), 
and the latter struck copper coins at Jaunpiir. B£bar and Humdyiin 
used it as a mint between 935 and 943, and coins of Muhammad 
'i.dil Sur are known of 963 and 964 (vol. II). Specimens of Bihar’s 
silver issues are to be found in the Labor Museum (Z'.ilf.(7.,pp. 2 and 3), 
but the earliest in this catalogue is a copper coin of Humiyun’s first 
year (No. 49) on which Jaunpur is called Ddru z-zarb Khita mwta- 
harrak. This type, which obtained till 943, is peculiar in not 
recording the emperor’s name. Jaunpur remained in the possession 
of the Af gh ans for some years after Akbar’s accession, and, according 
to the Tabaqdt-i-AkhaH (E. D., V. 259), was annexed in the fourth 
year (966-7), but a rupee in the L4hor Museum {L. M.O., p. 54) bears, 
if the reading is correct, the date 965. In 974, the governor 
of Jaunpur broke out into open rebellion, and Akbar was obliged 
to go personally to Jaunpur before the rising could be 
quelled. 

As in the case of Igra and Dehli, the gold coinage was apparently 
not started tfil 971 or 972, No. 89 of the latter year being the earliest 
to be published. The obverse of the coins, both gold and silver, of 
this period contains the Kalima in a wavy pentagon, while the king’s 
name and titles are enclosed in an oblong area with arched ends.

‘The capital of Kachemir,’ says Bernier (Constable’s edition, 
p. 397), ‘hears the same name as its kingdom.’ Beyond the coins 
above alluded to there are none in Akbar’s name struck at ‘ Kashmir ’, 
but rupees and copper coins are known from the ‘Srinagar’ mint. 
Whether this Srinagar is the capital of Kashmir, under its ancient 
(and present) name or whether it is the capital of Garhw^Ll is 
uncertain. The fact that under pre-Mu^al rule Srinagar was called 
‘Kashmir’; the existence of the gold coin of Akbar struck at 
‘Kashmir’; and the uniform use of this name by subsequent 
emperors, point to the latter view. The name of Srinagar^ was 
restored to the capital of Kashmir by the Sikhs in 1819. Jahangir 
made frequent visits to Kashmir. His early issues were of the 
heavy type with the couplet ; — 


These were followed by the IHhi variety of 1020 to the end of 
the reign. In the fifteenth year, and apparently in one month only,

This collection contains several half and quarter rupees of Labor 
rxxiiatage, but is deficient in the still smaller fractions of the rupee. 

Ilalii gold coins are also conspicuous by their absence. These latter, 
wrluich are scarce, seem to have been issued first in the fortieth year, 
both, the full muhar and its quarter being known of this date. 

Akbar's copper coinage of the Labor mint dates from about 977 
(JL. Jf. (7.), and the first t 3 rpe with the Hijra date in words and figures 
03U. the reverse continued till 988. Then occurs a break for ten years, 
ttLe Il^M type of fulus issuing in the same year (36) as the Ilahi 
inzpee. Apparently no tankas were minted at Labor, but in the 
foirty-sixth year appeared the tanki issue, of which No. 477 is an 
o^rly specimen. 

Jahangir's partiality for Labor as a residence is well shown by 
t>lie fine series of I'upees described on pp. 81 to 85 of the catalogue. 

IBiat few of his gold coins are met with, and those chiefly of his 
oarliest years. Between 1014 and 1016 two varieties both of gold

NajMMd, a town in the Bijnor district of the Province of i-gra, 
was so named after Najib Khan RoMlla, who rose to eminence in ^ e 
reign of 'llamgir II and was Prime Minister of the Mu^al Empire 
from 1761 to 1770. The Bijnor district had been made over to his 
charge by Dundi Khfo, one of the leading Rohilla chiefs, and he 
afterwards acquired the tract of country known as the Bdwani 
TyTaTi^b of which Saharanpur was the principal town. 

Najibdbad was a Mu^al mint town for gold, silver, and copper, 
and the dates on its coins range from the second year of Alamgir II 
(No. 2244) to the forty-second year (1215) of Shdh 'Alam II {B. M. 0., 
No. 1204). It passed into the hands of the British in 1801 (1215-16), 
but copper coins are known struck in the name of Muhammad 
Akbar II as late as A.H. 1226.

Sdrat, on the Gulf of Cambay, was one of the principal mint 
towns of the Mughal Emperors after Jahdngir. The present fort 
was built in 947 by a slave of SulMn MahmM of GujaiAt ‘ in order 
to resist the attacks of Europeans’ {E.I)., V. 347), but the city had 
become a place of considerable importance by the first quarter of the 
sixteenth century. In 980 it was besieged and taken by Akbar, and 
a rupee is known of Akbar’s Edhi type with the mint spelt 
(L. M. C., p. 70), but the attribution of this coin to the Sdrat mint is 

not free from doubt. ^ 

Jah^lngir’s issues are scarce, the earliest date being 1030 (No. 7y2). 
From 1033 to 1037 Sdrat rupees were struck in the name of Ndrjahfin. 

The first issues of Shahjahdn are of an unusual type, the obverae 
containing the Kali/nm and Hijra date, while on the reverse aWe the 
mint name is the legend ° 

by coins of the Hijra type, which were issued for a longer period from 
Sdrat than from most mints, specimens being known as late as 104 
(No. 1044). In the fourth year the IMM type appeared (B.M.C., 
No. 533), but by 1043 this had given way to the square areas on 
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SlS'BitT obverse and reverse. THs type was maintained till 1067, but on the 
coins of 1057 the legends are enclosed in lozenge-shaped areas. In 
1067-8 the inscriptions were in circles. 

In the latter year coins of two types were struck in the name of 
Miir£d Bakhsh. 

Of the rupees of Aurangz^ the catalogue describes no less than 
eighty-nine, very few years of this long reign being unrepresented. 
On the earliest issues Surat is called ‘ Bandar-i-Mubarak ' — the blessed 
port— in reference to its being the port of departure for the 
pilgrimage to Mecca, but by the third year the epithet had been 
dropped (No. 1541). From that time up to 1089 the regnal year 
is to be found at the top of the reverse, but the coins described on 
pp. 180-1 of the catalogue show that slight variations were made 
in the arrangement of the legend during that period. In 1090 the 
ordinary type of reverse was adopted and continued without change 
to the end of the Mughal series. The obverse inscriptions of the 
later Surat coins present no unusual features except in the first year 
of Muhammad Shah, when the following legend occurs : — 

J1 L-ikb ^ 

The king of the age, Muhammad Shdh, struck coin in the world by 
the grace of God.’ 


It V as supposed that coins of this type were issues of the claimant 
to the throne, Nikusiyar, but the mistake was corrected by Mr W. 
In’ine (see note to No. 2069 (a)). Rupees are known of all the later 
mperors down to Shah 'Alana II, and copper coins of all 
except Shahjah^n II, Ahmad, ilamgir II, and ShSh 'Alam II. 
JaMngir and Shahjahan I also issued copper money from the Siirat 
mint, but there is not a single specimen in the collection here catalogued 
tliis city.

Tatta was the capital of the independent state of Sind, which was 
conquered in A. H. 929 h3^ the Arghiin family who traced their descent 
from Changiz Khan. 

In 999 Akbar determined to annex Sind to the Mn^al Empire, 
and the conquest was effected in his thirty-seventh year by the son 
of Bahram Khan. 

A mint for silver coins was established at Tatta immediately after 
the Mn gb al occupation, and square rupees of the IlahJ type are known 
of every j^-ear from 1001 to the end of Akbar’s reign. The issues 
of the thirty- eighth year differ slightly from those of the following 
years, the date in the former being to the left and in the latter to the 
right of the mint name. 

During the first five years of Jahangir's reign the heavy rupee of 
the Kalima type was current, but in 1020 this gave place to the 
normal-weight Ilahi coin, with the inscriptions enclosed in ornamental 
areas. A plainer variety appeared in the fifteenth year and was 
retained to the end of the reign, the coins of 1037 differing slightly in 
the arrangement of the reverse. No coins are published from this 

o 

mint in the name o£ Nurjah^ln. 

The issues of Shahjahdn are peculiar in that the Ilahi type is 
maintained throughout the reign from 1038— second year— to 1069 

thirty-third year. I have not heen able to trace any published 

coins of Shdhjahan’s first year from this mint. 

The obverse of Aurangzeb’s coins up tO’ 1071 recites the king’s 
narna and titles. From 1072 the couplet type was current. 

No. 1708 (a) is an interesting and very rare coin of Shih 'Alam I 
with the name Mu'azzam, by which he was known before he came to 
the throne. On the obverse is the following couplet

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catalogue were issued during this period, and can only "by courtesy ITJJAIia" 
be called Mu^al coins.

*iLlani II (1216-17), corresponding to a. b. 1801, when the Mu^al 
sovereign finally came under British protection.

The practice of issuing coins from a travelling camp mint was 
inaugurated by Babar (i. M. C., p. 3), and was continued by Akbar 
and Jahangir, but the latter’s camp issues are extremely scarce. The 
earliest coin of Akbar struck in the ^ Camp associated with victory 
is the gold muhar — possibly still uni<][ue — described under No. 100 
of .the catalogue and dated 984. A square rupee, dated 987 and 
struck in the ^camp’ — only — with the Kaliona enclosed in a 
diamond-shaped area and i^ the four marginal 

corners, is in my own cabinet, and another square rupee of the same 
date but of a different type is described in the British Museum^ 
Catalogue (No. 128). Apart from these, all Akbar’s issues of ‘Urdii’ 
mintage bear the date = 1000, until the thirty-seventh par. ^ 

Under No. 528 a coin has been catalogued of the thirty-siph 
year, but too little of the unit of the date is left to make the reading 
certain, and it is probable that what has been read as a ‘ 6 ’ is really 

a ‘9’. . ^ . 

It seems to me open to question whether all these ‘alif corns 

were issued in the year 1000. We know from Badaoni that with 
the advent of Abii-l-Fari at the Court in 982, followed by the weekly 
discussions in the newly-built Ibadat Khfoa, Akbar’s thoughts turned 
towards the renunciation of IsMm. By 986 his ideas had crystallized, 
and in the year 987 Akbar publicly assumed the spiritual leadership 
of the nation, and coins of this year are known with the obverse 
legend ^ iil In 990 Bad^ont writes that ‘His Majesty was now 
convin^d that the millennium of the Islamitic dispensation was 
drawing near. No obstacle, therefore, remained to promulgatmg the 

designs which he had planned in secret The first order which was 

passed was that the coinage should show the era of the millenmum . 

This, taken in conjunction with the facts above mentioned 
regarding the dates found on the Imperial camp issues, would sfeem 
to indicate that the ‘alif’ coins were issued between 987 and 1000, 
irrespective of the actual Hijra date. When the millennium had
